Loadon, June 4.— The Rome cdrre- 
apoDdent of tb« Central Maws talt- 

"A Toklo dispatch to the Olomale 
d'llaJia Bays that the Japanese have 
occupied the first line of the outer tor> 
tiflcations of Fort Arthur after ft fee* 
ble reaiatance." 

The correepondent at Toklo of the 
Newa Agency Liheras aays that four 
dlvlilons of Japanese troops have oc- 
cupied Kwan Tung heights on which 
they emplaced heavy artillery domi- 
nating Port Arthur. 

The aame correepondent adda that 
the Rnaslan aquadron attempted a aor- 
tie but was forced to return, being 
thrfatfred by the Japanese fleet. 

St. I'tlersljurK, June 4. — Lieut. Gen. 
Zllinsliy, chief of staff to Oen. Kuro- 
patkln, transmits to the mlnlater of 
war under date of June 2 a report of 
Oen. StoesBCl dated Port Arthur, May 
US, as follows: 

"After a fierce battle laating two 
days I ordered our positions at Kin 
Chou to be evacuated In the evening 
for we had opposed to ue at leaat throe 
divisions with 120 guns. 

"The enemy's fire, particularly that 
from four gunboats and six torpedo 
boats, completely annihilated our bat- 
teries mounted at Kin Chou. The fifth 
regiment, which waa poated on this 
spot, stood Its grotind heroically. The 
fire of this reglmeat as well as that 
of our batteries and the gunboat Bob- 
roff Khounouoza inflicted enormous 
loeaes on the Japaneae. 

"Our loBsee amounted to M olBeers 
and 800 men killed or wounded. We 
hJew up or damaged all our guns which 
the Japanese had not put out of ac- 
tion. It would have been inexpedient 
certainly to bring up alege artillery 
during the fierce fighting. 

"The battle May M began at 5 a. m. 
and lasted until 8 p^ m., when I or 
dered the position evacuated gradu- 
ally. The explosion of a number of 
our mines and fougadea was rendered 
iQiposslble by the Japanese who turn- 
4^ '^ our position immediately. The Jap- 
aneae 'advanced through water up to 
their waists under the protection of 
their ships.

The Country Is in a State of intense 
Excitement and It Is Peered Pur^ 

ther Trouble May Ensue B> 
tween Whites and Blacks. 



Greenville, Miss., June 4. — As a re- 
sult of a fight which occurred on the 
Sims ft Williams plantation at Trail 

Lake,'^Mi88., 30 miles east of here, 
Thursday night, John Sims and his 
manager, named Cato, were kilUd by 
Negroes and three of the Negroes have 
been killed also. Tbe country is in a. 
state of intense excitement and It Is 
feared further trouble may ensue be- 
tween the whites and blacks. 

The slaughter started about 10 
o'clock Thursday night when Sims and 
Cato were shot down in their store by 
a Negro named Sam Clark. Sims was 
engaged In checking up his cash when 
Clark came In. Before he could make 
any kind of a move, Clark raised a 
Winchester and fired, the shot taking 
effect first in tbe back and then break- 
ing the collar bone. He died Instantly. 

Clark Immediately turned on Cato, 
the manager, who was In another part 
of the store, shot him in the right side, 
the ball coming out on the left side. 

Cato staggered out of the back of the 
store and ,as be reached tbe door a Ne- 
gro convict named Van Horn, who was 
apparently In waiting, struck him over 
the head with a rifle. Cato died at 7 
o'clock Friday morning and the physi- 
cian gives it as his opinion that the 
blow over the head caused his death. 

News of the tragedy was immedi- 
ately sent to Oreen'vllle and Sheriff 
John Crouch with a posse went to the 
scene. The Negroes Van Morn and 
Clark had made their es(ape hefore 
the posse arrived, but the trail of Van 
Horn was found and he was tracked 
about a quarter of a mile into the 
woods. Here another Negro convict 
guard named Mayfleld interfered with 
the posse and he was shot down in his 
tracks. 

Van Horn was captured and taken to 
Leland, 14 miles distant, where he was 

placed in jail. He r' mainfd in .1ail nil 
nigtit under a strcing >;uard. lint at 8:30 
Friday morning he was taken out and 
lynched by a mob. Wliile the sheriff 
and posse were busy with Van Horn, 
the other Negro, Sam Clark, returned 
to the Sims store with the Intention, 
it Is said, of killing Buck Williams, 
the other partner; the bookkeeper, 
named Crow, who was also at work, 
and others. Crow, however, after the 
previous shooting, bad armed himself 
and a Negro who worked about the 
place, named Aaron Fuller. When 
Clark made his appearan<e he was 
shot and kilkd by both Crow and 
Fuller. 

It is believed at Trail Lake that the 
shooting is the outcome of a meeting 

h^ ld in the vicinity of Trail Lake by a 
.Negro secret aoclety, and that the Ne- 
groes Involved were picked out to do 

the killing.

Tbe trains, which met head-on, war* 
the westbooad Colorado liMttad No. 1 
and the eastbound Hoislngtoa, Kan., 
accommodation No. 36. 

A message received by Missouri Pa- 
cific officials here ordered them to send 
a relief train aa soon as posaibla and 
to get all the surgeons oMalaahl*! 
from which it is inferred that numer* 
□us passengers were hurt. Newspa- 
per men were not permitted on the 
relief train, which left about 11 o'clock 
Friday night Details of the accident 
will not be learned until the return of 
the train with the dead and injured. 

Train No. 1, the Colorado "Flyer," 
had orders to meet train 36, the ac- 
commodation, at Mastin. Tbe crew, it 
is believed, overlooked its orders and 
met train $6 south of Mastin Unk, 
about one and one-third miles south of 
.Mastin. The engines were both large 
and were demolished. 

Among the dead is a tramp who waa 
riding on the blind baggage. Baggage- 
man Williamson, on train 86, was in-, 
jured and Ehigineer Slociun. on No. 1, 
has a broken leg. Fireman Whaley. 
on No! 1, was hurt. 

The day coach on the accommoda- 
tion was telescoped, but the chair car 
was not injured. The mail car on tbe 
"Flyer" waa telaacoped and tbe end of 
the baggage car stove in.
